DEEP WRATH IS STIRRED. 


Miss Miller, Chicago Lawyer, 
Tells How She Was Humil- 
iated at Niagara 
Falls. 


When certain finicky hotels of New York 
City and Niagara Falls refused to accept as 
a guest Mise Mary E. Miller, a Chicago 
lawyer, because when she arrived it was 
after 6 o'clock at night and she Was unac- 
companied, they little knew what was in 
store for them. 

A strict boycott of all such offending hos- 
telries and their ungallant landlords by every 
club woman in the land and prosecution of the 
offenders is the sweet revenge planned by 
Miss Miller. a 

She ‘introduced a résolution to that effect 
yesterday at the second annual convention 
of the National Business Women's league 
at the Palmer house. The resolutions were 
adopted unanimously after Miss Miller had 
related her unpleasant experience. Several 
of the league members expressed their sym- 
pathy and indignation. 

Miss Miller is president of the Illinois Wom- 
en’s league, as well as chairman of the press 
committee and vice chairman of the program 
committee of the national organization, but 


the hotel clerks who turned her away did not 
know that. 


Text of the Resolutions. 


The resolutions adopted follow: 

It is the sense of this convention that the 
discrimination existing in certain hotels of 
the United States against the entertainment 
of women who, unaccompanied, apply for 
admission after the hour of 6 p. m. is bar- 
barous. 

Many women haye suffered the chagrin, 
humiliation, and inconvenience necessarily 
attendant upon their exclusion under such 
circumstances from houses to which they are 
lawfully entitled to admission. 

„Resolved, That this body take steps to 
ascertain where and what such hotels are; 
that each local branch of this league be re- 
| quested to make an investigation of all hotels 
in its locality and report to this league, and 
that a list of such hotels be made and printed 
in the official organ; that we recommend all 
our members to refuse to patronize any hotel 
found on said lst; that local branches shall 
be requested. to prosecute such hotels in the 
courts wherever such refusal is brought to 


“ Resolved, That this resolution be for- 
warded to the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, and that each local league be re- 
quested to forward it to its state federation

Barred from Temperance Hotel.

“J arrived at the falls early in the day, 
and, as I had a good deal to do and see, I 
left my suit case at the station and did not 
go to a hotel until after 6 o’clock. I went to 
the Temperance hotel. It was recommended 
to me as a good hotel for women.

the tide crept in from the sea and mercifully 
swept over his head. 

McDonald had quit work at 5 o’clock and 
started for the home of his parents at Bliza- 
beth, where he was to welcome a brother who 
had been to sea for three years. He took a 
short cut across the Long Branch railroad 
bridge, which spans the Elisabeth river in the 
outskirts of the town. 

The river is little more than a rivulet when 
the ebb tide lays bare its banks, and its bot- 
tom is black muck, as clinging as quicksand. 


Makes Fatal Misstep. 

The tide was at the slack when McDonald 
struck across the railroad ties on his way 
home. He made a misstep and his body 
slipped between the ties. An instant later he 
had landed flat on his back in the yielding 
muck. 

The muck recorded as accurately asa die 
his struggles to escape. He spread out his 
hands to push himéelf upright and succeeded, 
but his legs were buried nearly to the knees. 
He was in the muck up to his thighs when 
fifteen minutes had slipped by. 

As he struck out with his hands again they 
splashed in water. It had been only muck 
that they struck before. This told McDonald 
that the flood tide had set in. 


Struggles Are Hopeless. 

The recording muck showed that McDonm 
ald twisted and turned, paused for breath 
undoubtedly, and then renewed his struggle 
against the engulfing mire, Ii got to the 
height of his chest and he was fighting with 
his arms alone. 

The tide had crept up more, and he was 
only head and shoulders above the water.

Fleming, O'Donnell, and Mahoney Are 
Foreibly Severed from the Pay Roll 
of the pity Clerk’s Office—Chief Fire 
Inspector Rayspis Woses His Job 
After Contractors Tell of Money 
They Paid Him to Secure His Ap- 
en 


The otvil service commission was busy yes- 
terday afternooh. Four members of the city 
pay roll brigade, all boasting pulls, were dis- 
charged unceremoniously. Three of them 
were employed in City Clerk Anson's 
restful office. The fourth was Chief Fire In- 
spéector Rayspis. He had been grafting. 

John W. Mahoney, Harry P. Fleming, and 
Edward D. O'Donnell were the trio of clerks 
in City Clerk Anson's office, whose recent 
trip to West Baden was fatal t6 their jobs. 

‘Phe clerks will not suffer from the change 
of Gohditions; due to their discharge, except 
that they will not be able to draw a salary 
ffom the city treasufy, for the evidence 
showed that Mahoney had been absent fifty 
days, O'Donnell thirty-eight days, and Flem- 
ing eighteen days since Jan. 1. In addition 
to this the clerks took er. 5. hours off 
whenever they were 80 inclined, and the evi- 
dence showed that O'Donnell had only 
worked two or three full days in each of the 
first four months of the year. 


Anson Tells of Scolding Them. 

J told them they pught to give better 
service, and that they owed it to the city. 
They admitted that they had not done right, 
and wald they would do better,” said City 
Clerk Anson. 

O'Donnell did not like his superior’s testi- 
mony, and he remarked: 

„There are others who are stalling along 
and not doing anything down there right 


now.” 

„I want to tale exception to that. They 
are not stalling along, and they are doing 
good work,” the city clerk retorted hotly. 

The order of discharge was a surprise to the 
three clerks, who had boasted of their politi- 
cal pull, O'Donnell threatened to pro- 
cure a ana Fe injuriction to restrain the city 
from. discharging him, and none of the three 
reported for work in the afternoon, the re- 
port being that they were in search of a 


lawyer. 
ö Fire Escape Graft Proved. 

The testimony of two fire escape agents was 
deemed sufficient to prove that Micharl 
Reyspis. chief fire escape inspector, 
„ gratted from contractérs in the inspec- 
tin of fire escapes, and the commission 
oraered his discharge. Building Commis- 
sioner Peter Bartzen declared Rayspis ought 
to be barred from the city’s employ perma- 
nently. 

According to the testimony in the civil 
service hearing the inspector received 840 
fron. Ddward Landon and §30 from Halvor 
L. Halvorsen. Bight other fire escape con- 
tractors were ready to testify to similar 
tributes paid. 

lt is said Rayspis obtained a considerable 
income by “ holding up the contractors 
before he would approve the fire escapes. 
Landon admitted that he had paid the $40 
tu Rayspis for the approval of the fire 
escapes on the Marshall Field building. 


Effort to Acquit Burke Fails. 


The civil service commission denied a mo 
tion by the attorney for the defense of Col. 
Ricard O'Sullivan Burke to dismiss the 
charges of incompetency preferred against 
the harbor engineer almost a year ago. The 
commission held that the deferre had not 
produced sufficient evidence to prove that 
Col. Burke had not been guilty of incompe- 
tency.

Rieting in St. Petersburg.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 8.—A workmen's 
@zmonstration in the Vassili Ostroff quarter 
today ended in a riot. The police fired a vol- 
ley at the rioters, wounding several. 

There was an excited discussion in the 
dcouma today over the ministry's reply to the 
dcuma’s request for summary procedure re- 
garding the drafting of a bill to abolish cap- 
ital punishment, on the ground that death 
sentences are daily increasing in number. 
The ministers refused to grant the urgency 
of the bill, insisting upon a postponement for 
a month in accordinre with the rule the 
Gouma itself established. 

The labor members vehemently urged the 
passage of the bill in defiance/of the cabinet, 
and they obtained the support of many con- 
stitutional democrats. 

Finally, however, a majority accepted a 
compromise, recognizing the cabinet's con- 
tention as being legal, but strongly stigma- 
tizing its policy as provocative, and@eclaring 
that the deputies henceforth would consider 
executions as acts of murder. 


Innocent Men in Peril. 


The douma’s attitude is explained by re- 
ports widely believed that eight men recently 
handed over to martial law at Riga were 
innoSent and that other innocent persons 
there and at Sevastopol are shortly to be 
handed over to the military for trial. It also 
is reported that torture is being regularly ap- 
plied to prisoners at Riga. 

The early retirement of Vice Admiral Dou- 
bassoff from the governor generalship of 
Moscow is probable. The admiral, whose 
heaith is shattered, has ordered his effects 
in the palace at Moscow to be packed for 
ehipment. 

Gen. Skallon, governor general of Warsaw, 
and Gen. Kaulbars, governor general of 
Odessa, also are said to be about to quit 
their posts. 


JOHN D. PLEASED WITH FRANCE. 


Regrets He Delayed Visit Until Decline 
of Life—May Play Golf at 
Compiegne.

attempt to torestall graft the Pennsylvania 
railroad company has esta ished a school 
for employés, ee they will be brought up 
in utter ig ice of tempting offers. A 
night cour has been established at the 
Broad eee station, at which 150 young 
men ate being schooled for promotion to posi- 
tions of ¢hief clerks, assistants to general 
officers, car distributors. etc. The utmost 
secrecy is being preserved regarding the new 
move, 
being housed and fed in the station building. 
All of the students are employés of the com- 
pany and familiar in a measure with the work 
of the various departments. They know well 
the reason for the establishment of the school 
and that they have been selected as young 
men who can resist-offers of free coal stock, 
mysterious checks, and other presents. 
The Pennsylvania management has here- 
tofore regarded its low salary roll as an evi- 
dence of excellent business methods. Men 


drawing salaries of $10,000 a year and more 


have congratulated themselves on a system 
which enabled them to secure such hard 
working, respectable, educated men at sal- 
aries ranging from $80 to $80 or possibly a 
trifle more a month. 


Economists Much Shocked. 
It has been an undoubted shock to some 


panies and other business men, and that em- 
ployés had reasons to be satisfied with the 
salaries they received. Asa result of a suc- 


‘cession of shocks. officials of the Pennsyl- 


vania, anxious to appear ready to do right, 


have decided that employés occupying such 
responsible positions that outsiders find it 
wort 


while to pay them thousands of dol- 
lars should receive larger salaries from the 
railroad. 

Aided by these increases of salary, as 


planned, and warned by the result of the 


present investigation, the rallroad mangge- 
ment believes that graft can be completely 


wiped out all along the system. Some of- 
leers have been surprised at the power, im- 
portance, and responsibility that attaches to 
‘scores of officials who heretofore scarcely 


have been considered above the rank of 
clerks. 


Compelled to Rent Mine;

He was made sales agent after a confer- 
ence with Robert K: Cassatt, and his. ap- 
pointment was made with the knowledge and 
consent of K. B. Lincoln, division superin- 
tendent of the Pennsylvania railroad at Mil- 
ton. 

2 Womelsdorft of Philipsburg, Pa., a 
mining engineer, employed by coal companies 
to examine their mines, said in several cases 
his ratings made on the actual physical ca- 
pacity were three times greater than those 
of the railroads. He also found on the rail- 
road sheet, he said, that exhausted mines had 
been given ratings. 


Defends Late President. 


J. McLellan of Blairsville, Pa., appeared 
voluntarily to vindicate former President 
Frank Thompson of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. McLellan said that while he was in the 
employ of the company he had been offered 
a “block of stock by Capt. Alfred Hicks, 
who was about to organize a mining com- 
pany.

OWRNTY LOST IN STORM? 


SAILING PARTY MAY HAVE PER-/ 


ISHED IN LAKE ONTARIO. 


Tornado Causes Great Damage at 
Hamilton and It Is Feared Loss of 
Life Was Heavy—Many Left Home- 
less——-Other Towns Feel Effect of 
Heavy Wind and Several Persons 
Are Killed by Lightning—Nine 
Deaths Rumored at Detroit. 


Hamilton, Ont., June 8.—[Special.]—A tor- 
nado, accompanied by an appalling cloud- 
burst, did damage amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars here this afternoon, and 
it is feared that the loss of life was great, 
although no fatalities have been reported. 

A picnic party of twenty persons is known 
to have been in a sailboat on Lake Ontario, 
and it is believed they all perished. 

Reports of other fatalities on the lake are 
expected hourly, as many floating boats of 
all descriptions have been found. 


Many Families Homeless. 


A large portion of the city is entirely un- 


e, and families are homeless and are 
being cared for in vacant houses.“ The streets 
are almost impassable because of fallen 
trees. There is not a light on the streets, 
and general consternation prevails every- 
where. 

The tornach came over the mountain, 
misse@ the southern portion of the city, and 
then cut a wide swath in the northend. Boat- 
houses, brick buildings, trees, and poles went 
duwn like nine pins, 

It is feared fire may break out at any time. 

When the storm struck the crowded grand 
stand at the racetrack the spectators, many 
of whom were women, were thrown into a 
panic, but no e was seriously injured. 
Nothing has beer heard from Paris, London, 
and Woodstock, cities west of here, which 
were in the path of the storm. 


Deaths Rumored at Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., June 8.—A torrential rain 
storm, accompanied by a forty mile wind, 
swept Detroit just before 6 o’clock this even- 
ing. The rainfall in less than an hour meas- 
ured 1.86 inches. Trees were felled all over 
the city, causing severe damage to wires. 
Several street car lines were tied up. 

Unconfirmed reports of loss of life on the 
wer were current tonight.

Traction Employes Want Increase.

The third resolution provides that no 
text book bid shall be considered by the 
board unless it is accompanied by an affi- 
davit that the bidder is not connected in any 
way with any combination of publishers.

REFERENDUM PLAN IS OPPOSED. 


Taxation Committee of Charter Conven- 
tion Rejects Post’s Amendment to Bill 
Limiting Municipal Tax to 4 1-2. 


The taxation committee of the charter con- 
vention yesterday voted down a proposition 
to fix the city tax limit at 4% per cent and 
allow an increase on referendum vote. A 
bill submitted by a subcommittee repeals the 
Juul law and substitutes a Umit of 4% per 
cent for municipal taxes, inclusive of parks, 
if consolidation be secured, but exclusive of 
ganitary district. 

An amendment submitted by Louis F. Post 
was to permit an increase if a proposition for 
such increase be sustained by popular vote. 
It was opposed on the ground that ap city 
council by misdirection and misapplication 
of funds might make it necessary to secure 
an increase for the aid of some feature of 
administrative work which should have been 


included in the regular appropriation, but 


which had been crippled by misapplication. 
The vote on the amendment was: 

Yeas—Post, Patterson, Linehan. 

Naye—Shedd, Shepard, Miller, Hoyne. 

Mr. Post served notice that he reserved the 
right te introduce the amendment in some 
other form.

Author in His Preface Attacks — 
Critics in a Coarse Way, Thus 
a

R JOHN LUTHER LONG ought not 
to have prefaced his exquisite Jap- 
anese story—half idyl, half tragedy 
—with a rudeness to the critics. The 
story is a strange one, and it is 

therefore permissible that it should have a 
strange foreword, as, indeed, it has, being 
no other than a conversation between the 
author and a god—the bronze god Asamra, 
who speaks but once in 1,000 years—con- 
cerning the critics. The ancient joke about 
the critic not reading the books he reviews, 
and that other equally well preserved an- 
tique about the oritics being those who have 
failed, along with other observations more 
astute but equally derogatory, make up 
the sum of the preface. “ Your critic,” says 
the author to the god, “ approaches a book 
re st lawyer does his case—temperamentally, 
ot judicially—with an opinion of it in ad- 
stds Or upon the first pages, which the 
book must either justify or fail to justify. 
The result appears in his published estimate. 
He states his view as if it were the only 
one. And, being delivered ex cathedra, the 
multitude take it as they do their preaching— 
for the gospel of literature.” 
Now, since the book is Japanese—most 
utterly Japanese—in spirit, it would have 


‘seemed more in keeping if something of the 


gentle and polite spirit of the Japanese might 
have dominated that introductory note, and 
served as the key for the story that fol- 
ows. 

It is quite true that a critic has tempera- 
ment, and that he is moved by it even as the 
author is to do some of his best work. It is 
through the medium of temperament that 
he ie able, often, to see the really lofty or 
artistic motive that lies almost hidden un- 
derneath the bad workmanship in a book, 
and is thus able to speak the word of appre- 
ciation and of cheer which otherwise would 
not be bestowed upon the sensitive, badly 
equipped, but aspiring author. It is because 
critics have temperament—being human be- 
ings—that such a repulse as that written by 
Mr. Long must be forgotten. triumphed over, 
before the critic can bring to Mr. Long's 
sad intuitive and wistful story, the judicial 
and impersonal attitude which he has so 
coarsely denied to them. 

But let that pass. 

“THE WAY OF THE GODS is the title 
of the book—and the book itself is by him who 
wrote Madame Butterfly,” Miss Cherry 
Blossom,” The Fox Woman,” and Heim- 
Weh.“ It is, one may venture to say, a finer 
piece of work than any of these. It is the 
story of a Japanese soldier, of the samurai 
—the military caste of the nobles. He was 
born to be a poet and a lover of beautiful 
things, but it chanced that his father had 
died in an insurrection fighting against his 
emperor, and therefore his spirit pined in 
Meido, the dark place of souls. From this 
Shijiro Arisuga, his son, bearing the same 
name as himself, meant to release him by 
dying the great red death fighting for his 
emperor; and he wrote a song which he called 
The Great Red Death,“ and which made 
him beloved among the soldiers even before 
he was one. 

Because of the song he was admitted to 
the guards, though he was no larger than a 
little woman in stature, and he left his little 
friend and sweetheart, Yoné, whom he had 
meant some day to make his wife, and went 
away to war. This was the great war be- 
tween his country and China, and in China 
he fell, wounded, after bearing the colors for 
the second time to victory. He lay, ill of his 
wound, in the house of a Japanese who had 
residence in China, and was tended by the 
daughter, Hoshiko, who loved him. Also by 
her maid, Isonna, who loved him, too, but 
said nothing. There was a mystery about 
these women which Shijiro could not fathom 
until the day came, when, mad with love 
and having forgotten Yoné, who had prom- 
ised to wait for him always, he commanded 
the parents of Hoshiko to give her to him. 
Then he learned that she was Eta—that is, 
of the prescribed, the rejected caste. But 
still, since there was neither high nor low 
among the soldiers of the emperor, he mar- 
ried her. In time the army returned to 
Japan, and thither, after a long time, came 
Hoshiko, starving and weeping, to see but 
his shadow before she and Isonna, the maid, 
destroyed themselves. For in Japan an 
Eta wife could but drag her husband from 
his caste down to her own. Shijiro, how- 
ever, heard his wife weeping in the darkness 
outside his tent, and went to her and took 
her to him, and while they clung to each 
other, the maid, Isonna, keeping her part 
of the compact, walked into the lake with 
a stone in her arms and died. But Shijiro 
went to his colonel and told him the truth— 
how he, a samurai, had wedded an Eta. So 
he was banished—he who wore the medal 
which the emperor himself had placed upon 
his breast—and the two went to America 
until such time as the emperor should again 
need his sons.

The years passed and Shijiro, who has 
served as butler to a villainous American 
who had taught him gambling, had fallen 
lower and lower. He no longer loved Hoshi- 
ko. He reproached her for his disgrace. 
Then the war between Russia and Japan 
broke out and the soldier dreamed of his 
recall. All around him he saw his country- 
men summoned to return, but he alone was 
not summoned. He had gambled away the 
money he might have had for his return | 
when the call came, and now he commanded 
Hoshiko to give herself to Jones, the coarse 
master for whom Shijiro had worked and to 
whom he had lost his money. But Hoshiko re- 
turned each night with money earned by 
making artificial flowers and kept her in- 
tegrity—kept her right to love Shijiro in 
spite of himself. At length he died in a hos- 
pital—the small white death of women and 
children—not the great red death of those 
who die fighting for their emperor and who 
have thus the approval of their august an- 
cestors and are taken to the company of 
the gods. 

No sooner was he dead than the call came 
to rejoin the old regiment and to be their 
color bearer. Then Hoshiko had but one 
thought—to die for him the great red death 
and to redeem his honor. How she did it 
need not be told here. It is sufficient that 
she did {t—that she redeemed his honor in 
more ways than one and that Arisuga’s 
name is written in tablets of brass among 
those who are honorably dead. 

She was an Eta and she was a woman. 
As either she had no right to claim for her- 
self courage and patriotism or intellect. 
But she had them all and died witu the best 
of the “sons of the emperor.“ There are 
three women in the story and they are all 


exquisitely depicted. As for Arisuga him- 


self, he was a cad when he was not a mad- 
man. But there is no question that the 
por trait la faithful enough to the possibilities.

Later she wrote 
a book called The Garden of a Commuter’s 
out her name. Her idea was 
that, hay published two or three books 
for children, her name on the title page 
would suggest a child's story; so the Gar- 
den of a ‘Commuter’s Wife” was published 
anonymously. It had a large sale, and made 
hundreds of friends for Barbara.” Later 
followed “ Children of the Whirlpool,” with 
the legend “ By the author of ‘ The Garden 
of a Commuter’s Wife on the title page. 
There was a good deal of speculation as to 
the identity of the author of these books. 
Mrs. Wright was suspected, and more than 
once it was skid in print that she was the 
“ Commuter’s Wife.” She is indeed a com- 
muter’s wife, for her husband during the 
greater part of the year commutes between 
New York and Fairfield, Conn. It was her 
home at Fairfield that gave Mrs. Wright the 
inspiration for her out of door books. Many 
years ago her father, the late Rev. Dr. Sam- 
uel Osgood, looking around in the vicinity of 
New York for a place to make a home, lighted 
upon Fairfield, Conn. There he bought a 
bit of land desirable for its big trees and ite 


retirement from the hurly-burly of the town. 


Dr, Osgood must have had a real love of 
nature, for he set to work immediately, even 
before he had built his house, to lay out his 
grounds. He planted trees and shrubs of 
many varieties, and finally built a house that 
was a home indeed. There his daughter, 
who is the wife of Mr. James O. Wright, the 
well known bibliophile, has lived all her life 
except during the winter months, when she 
comes to town. Mrs. Wright has inherited 
her love of gardening from her father, and 
she, too, has planted trees, and shrubs, and 
flowers on the old place and improved it in 
many ways. Not only does Mrs. Wright love 
trees, and shrubs, and flowers but she loves 
dogs as well, and has a fine lot of hounds. 

In good weather Mrs. Wright does her lit- 
erary work out of doors; in the winter in the 
big library of her house. She writes for the 
love of it, when she feels like it, choosing 
her own subjects, and, as I said in the open- 
ing paragraph of this letter, I know of no 
one who enjoys her work more than this au- 
thor. To have made a success at the start 
with one’s literary work, and to have con- 
tinued that success, is not the rule. Where 
one makes a success with a first book, the 
second or third may not be so successful; but 
everything that Mrs. Wright has done has 
succeeded. 


The foregoing is apropos of a new book 
from Mrs. Wright’s facile pen. It is called 
The Garden, You and 1” (Macmillan). On 
the cover it says By the author of The 
Garden of a Commuter’s Wife.“ On the 
title page it reads By Barbara, author of 
The Garden of a Commuter’s Wife,’ etc.” 
Instead of a preface, Mrs. Wright has a 
greeting to her readers in which she says: 

“This book is for those who, in treading 
the garden path, have no thought of material 
gain; rather must they give—from the pocket 
as they may, from the brain much, and from 
the heart all—if they would drink in full 
measure this pure joy of living.” 

Whether you have a garden or not, you will 
enjoy this book, for it is literary as well as 
practical. If you have a‘garden you will like 
to make comparisons or act upon sugges- 
tions; it you have not, but if you long for 
one, you can read Mrs. Wright’s pages and 
build casties. It is not only of seeds and 
plants that this author writes but she makes 
charming digressions, introducing us to the 
people of her garden and others who have 
gardens of their own. Some one, I forget 
whom, has said that when you are in the 
country you should read books of city life; 
when in the city books of country life. This 
is all theory. I don't believe init. When 1 
am in the country I enjoy books of country 
life even more than I do in the eity. I like to 
look up from my page across the flelds and 
plant gardens, sow meadows with wheat and 
oats, trim the underbrush through the woods, 
and then close my eyes and picture the scene 
in all the glory of spring time and harvest. 
I confess that I like to read the same books 
in town as well, but I have sent most of mine 
to my country home, keeping a few, among 
them that delightful little compilation on 
the garden made by the late Walter Howe.
